Qualifications would embrace 
Interpretation of Rules and Procedure, 
Knowledge of Breeds, Understanding of 
the Standards, Good Judgement, Com 
mon Sense, Tact, Diplomacy, Courage, 
Spirit and Honesty, among so many other 
necessary qualifiications too numerous 


to list. i. 
It is the opinion of CATS MAGA- 
ZINE therefore, that the first annual 


selection for the title of Judge of the 
Year goes to Mrs. John H. Revington, 
because this publication believes that she 
measures in no small degree to the stand- 
ards set for a completely informed and 
open-minded judge, and one whose 
experience and popularity among the 
Cat Fancy leaves nothing to be desired. 

First, Mrs. John H. Revington is a 
very successful breeder of fine stock. Her 
cats are internationally famous for 
Beauty, Health and Condition. The name 
of Dixi-Land, her cattery, is the stamp 
of her stock. In 1948, Dixi-Land’s Pear] 
Harbor Yank, a Blue Long Hair male, 
won the coveted All America Cat of the 
Year Award. Yank was not bred by Mrs. 
Revington, but his Beauty, Health and 
Condition in competition with the flower 
of the Show Cat World, won for th's 
Grand Champion his many honors under 
the care and guidance of Mrs. Revington. 

Last year, Grand Champion Dixi- 
Land’s Felice of Nor-Mont,:a Blue Long 
Hair female captured the 1949 Cat of 
the Year Award. At the same time, The 
Best Opposite Cat of the Year title went 
to Champion Dixi-Land’s White His- 
torian II, an Orange-Eyed White Long 
Hair male, thus giving Mrs. Revington 
the two top titles of the American Cat 
Fancy for 1949. Thus we note that a 
cat of her own breeding and exhibiting;

America’s greatest feline awards. There 
can be no doubt then, of her ability as 
a breeder and exhibitor to qualify Mrs. 
Revington as a judge. 


Secondly, Mrs. Revington, officiated 
at seven exhibitions in six states and tac 
District of Columbia, making appear- 
ances at Washington, D.C. Solid Color 
Specialty; Nashville, Tenn. All-Breed; 
New York City’s Empire All-Breed; Bos- 
ton Solid Color Specialty; Kansas City 
All Breed; Columbus, Ohio, All-Breed; 
and San Antonio, Tex., All-Breed. At 
Nashville, Kansas City and San Antonio, 
she was the judge of a first-time show 
effort. At the Empire All-Breed exhibi- 
tion in New York she handled the 
greatest number of competing cats en- 
tered in an event in the modern history 
of the American Cat Fancy. 

Despite her heavy schedule of judging, 
Mrs. Revington found time to exhibit at 
Atlanta, where her Dixi-Land’s White 
Historian II (AA-49), won Best in Solid 
Coior Show under Mrs. Marguerite Sax- 
bvy-Mabie, and Best Opposite Sex Cat in 
the All-Breed event handled by Mrs. C. 


F. Rotter. She also attended several 
shows merely as a spectator. 
Twice this year Mrs. Revington 


selected Siamese as Best in Show, con- 
tinuing to upset the accepted practice 
of so many judges who continue the 
out-moded practice of selecting only 
Long Hair cats, much to the disappoint- 
ment of many exhibitors and spectators. 

Mrs. Revington has been interested in 
the Cat Fancy since the early Twenties. 
Like so many other exhibitors, her first 
show cat was a Brown Tabby. In 1922 
she captured Best in Show with a Blue 
Long Hair, and from then on became 
extremely interested in cats, importing 
several and purchasing the best stock

That gave the 
animals frustration and fears, he says. 


The Northwestern psychiatrist reports 
that it took understanding and re-train- 
ing then to get the cats back to the 
feedbox. 


These experiments demonstrate, he 
says, that human maladjustments also 
can be aided by the same kind of treat- 
ment and training.

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NORTH CAROLINA BOASTED AMERICA’S 


GREATEST COLLECTION OF CAT BOOKS 
CLARENCE MADDEN of NEW BERN DEMORALIZED TOWNFOLK 
WHEN RUMOR HAD HIM OWNING 3000 CATS INSTEAD 


For many years, perhaps the greatest 
collection of cat books ever assembled in 
the America, was that owned by Clar- 
ence Madden of New Bern, North Caro- 
lina. 

Whether or not a larger or more com- 
plete collection of cat books is in exis- 
tence today, remains to be told the 
world; and perhaps, at some future date, 
this will be true, and the Madden col- 
lection of feline tomes will be incon- 
spicuous by its size. 

There has been some reference to 
Yale University possessing the largest 
and most complete collection of books 
covering every phase of The Cat as of 
today. If the Yale library owns more 
than 4,000 such volumes, then perhaps 
the credit must be given to the Connecti- 
cut institute of higher learning. 

Clarence Madden assembled his cat 
book library originally in Cleveland, 
this collection being the result of more 
than thirty-four years of searching 
throughout Europe as well as America. 
It consisted mostly of English and 
American books, with several hundred 
others from France, Italy, Germany, 
Denmark, the Netherlands, Russia, Spain, 
Japan, China, and wherever books are 
printed and cats are a known subject. 

As far as Madden could ascertain, 
the only language in which a cat book 
was never published is Arabic, and the 
Indian dialects. 


A humorous incident concerns Mad- 
den’s moving from Cleveland to New 
Bern.’ 


Prior to effecting the transfer of his 
possessions, he made a special trip to 
the North Carolina town to discuss the 
construction of his house with the archi- 
tect. Soon after, the rumor spread that 
a Clevelander was coming to New Bern 
with 3,000 CATS! A delegation of the 
townfolk took up the matter with the 
Sheriff, who, after careful investigation, 
spiked the rumor, much to the relief of 
the town. 

Madden’s library did not contain all 
books pertaining to the cat exclusively. 
Some volumes had only a chapter or a 


section devoted to cats, such as “My 
Summer in a Garden,” by Warner. This 
book does include an essay on Mr. War- 
ner’s cat, “Calvin, a Study in Char- 
acter.” 

The most famous book of the collec- 
tion was Topsell’s “Historic of Four 


Footed Beastes”, published in London in 
1609, describing and illustrating every 
quadruped known to that day. Much 
of the odd bits of cat lore today is di- 
rected from that book. 

The earliest published book of this 
great collection was titled, “KATTA- 
LOGIA”; das ist, kurze Katzen-Histrie. 
It was written by Benedict Carpzow, a 
German, and was printed in Leipsig in 


1716. 


The Madden collection featured many 
books on the cat language, including the 
writings of Marvin R. Clark, who con- 
vinced himself and many who purchased 
his books that such a development was 
an actual reality. Then of course there 
were pamphlets by cat haters, the best 
known of which was “Song Birds For- 
ever, and a Catless World by 1920.”

But since Hodge belonged to 
Johnson, he must be a fine cat. 

well yes, Sir,” the lexicographer 
agreed, “but I have had cats whom I 
like better than this.” Then he looked 
down at his pet to perceive that his 
words seemed to have put Hodge out of 
countenance and hastened to amend, 
“But he is a very fine cat, a very fine cat 
indeed.” 

Dr. Johnson returned the black cat’s 
affection. When Hodge fell ill and could 
eat only oysters, the ponderous Doctor 
trudged a distance to the market to buy 
them for him. Always considerate of 
servants, he would not send his valet 
Francis who might be offended by being 
ordered to run an errand for an animal 
and show some resentment. 

Once Boswell warned his revered 
friend of the despicable state of a young 
gentleman of good family who was run- 
ning about town shooting cats. Instantly 
the Doctor sprang to the defense of his 
pet and rumbled: “But Hodge shan’t be 
shot; no, no, Hodge shall not be shot.” 

Hodge lived cut his life with his fam- 
ous owner. When the cat came to the 
end of his days, Johnson, on the advice 
of his friend, Mrs. Thrale, bought valeri- 
an, a catnip-like herb, to soothe his pet’s 
last hours. 

It is not only in Boswell’s pages that 
Hodge survives. Recently this elegy in 
his honor by Percival Stockdale was 
rediscovered. 

“Let not the honest muse disdain 

For Hodge to wake the plaintive strain. 

Shall poets prostitute their lays 

In offering venal Statesmen praise; 

By them shall flowers Parnassian 

bloom 

Around the tyrant’s gaudy tomb; 

And shall not Hodge’s memory claim 

Of innocence the candid fame; 

Shall not his worth a poem fill, 

Who never thought, nor uttered ill; 

Who, by his master when caressed 

Warmly his gratitude expressed; 

And never failed his thanks to purr 

When’er he stroked his sable furr? 


The general conduct if we trace

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WILDLIFE RESEARCH EXPERIMENT PROVED 


CAT NOT A WHOLESALE KILLER OF SONGBIRDS 
18 MONTH TEST BY MICHIGAN STATE SCIENTIST 
REVEALS CAT ELIMINATED 1,678 “PESTS” IN SPAN 


The Cat is NOT a wholesale killer of 
songbirds, game birds and small game 
mammals. 

This is proven by scientific research 
over a period of eighteen months by the 
use of a Cat in the wildlife experimental 
station where the primary objective is 
the study of bird and animal life. 

The experimental research was con- 
ducted by Dr. George W. Bradt and his 
wife. Dr. Bradt is director of the Rose 
Lake Wildlife Experimental Station, 
operated by the Conservation Depart- 
ment of the State of Michigan, near East 
Lansing. 

Dr. Bradt is an explorer, mammalogist, 
ornithologist and zoologist and has long 
been connected with Michigan State 
College and the State Conservation De- 
partment. His wife is a biologist and a 
teacher. They live in a farm house in 
the center of the area which makes up 
the experiment station. 

Mister Butter, an ordinary red short 
hair, was the Cat employed in the re- 
search. 

Mister Butter was delivered to the 
Bradts as a kitten, the gift of a house- 
hold cat, owned by the Bradts. Of the 
litter, Mister Butter was a standout over 
his brothers and sisters. He developed 
an early tendency to bring home the 
fruits of his huntings—mice, baby rab- 
bits, birds and gophers. 

Dr. and Mrs. Bradt discussed the 
matter after the big idea hit them, that 
perhaps Mister Butter could be en- 
couraged to unearth valuable scientific 
data, namely Cat Predation, the com- 
mon factor in farm game management. 
The couple maintained that if an ac- 
curate record could be kept of the kill 
of one cat, it might be a valuable con- 
tribution to research. 

The Bradts had long been of the 
opinion that The Cat is at the bottom 
of the list of predators, contrary to gen- 


AUSTRALIAN CAT GETS 
VACATION WITH PAY 


In Melbourne, Australia, Whisky, an 
office cat receives a weekly wage of 50c 
and three weeks vacation.with pay each 
year. 

Seven years ago Whisky arrived at his 
office as a kitten and refused to move 
out. Since the company’s warehouse was 
infested with rats. Whisky started to kill 
them systematically. 

The company was so pleased with the 
result that it placed him on the payroll 
at 50c a week to feed him. At Christmas 
he receives two weeks vacation at a home 
for cats and dogs. He receives one week’s 
vacation at Easter. 

Whisky deposits each kill in the piano 
showroom of the firm. 





eral opinion, and in addition, The Cat 
took all and contributed nothing in re- 
turn, as did the other predators—the 
fox, the ‘coon, the mink, the weasel, and 
the dog. 

The Bradts decided that to begin the 
experiment correctly, Mister Butter 
should not be scoulded and discouraged 
when he came home with his prey, but 
instead, petted and praised. A _ small 
swinging door was installed in the wall 
between the Bradt kitchen and the back 
porch, in order that Mister Butter might 
come and go as he chose. 

Mister Butter used the little swinging 
door regularly throughout the period of 
the experiment. He slept in the house all 


OLDEST ON RECORD! 
WEST VIRGINIA PUSSY 
WAS 36 YEARS OF AGE 


Oldest cat on record in the United 
States was a pet owned by a Mr. 
Pitzenberger, who lived near Frank- 
lin, West Virginia. 

In the June 1927 issue of THE 
CAT COURIER (Detroit), refer- 
ence was made to this cat, who was 
then reported to be 36 years of age, 
and “still living.”

day, and hunted at night. He not only 
brought home the fruits of his hunt, but 
brought them home alive and deposited 
them inside the Bradt house! 


Many of the birds which Mister But- 
ter carried home, suffered no ill effects 
except fright. They flew away when re- 
leased from the house by the Bradts. 

The biggest individual night on record 
was when Mister Butter made 10 trips, 
each time returning with a live mouse. 
“We didn’t get much sleep that night,” 
Dr. Bradt recalls. ‘I‘ just sat up with a 
broom.”

JULY, 1950 


FLORIDA GAPTURES 12 ENTRIES; 
VIRGINIA BLUE PERSIAN TOPS 


Thirty show cats have won the title 
of 1950 All-Southern in the fourth an- 
nual ratings in the quest to determine 
the 1950 All American Cats and the top 
ranking title in the  trans-continental 
feline derby, that of 1950 Cat of the 
Year. 

Five states and the District of Colum- 
bia captured all the Southern honors 
with Florida making off with the major- 
ity of crowns, 12. Virginia was runners- 
up with 9, followed by Maryland and 
Tennessee with three each, Georgia with 
two and the District with one. 

Mrs. Florence Kemmer of Bradenton 
led the Florida delegation with six titles 
accounting for half of that state’s total. 
Her wins were scattered through the long 
hair division. 

High scoring cat is the Blue male long 
hair, Grand Champion Nor-Mont’s Rose- 
dere Mischief, who outdistanced the 
field by a wide point majority and up- 
holds the South as the candidate for the 
glorious title of 1950 Cat of the Year. 
Mischief is owned by Mrs. Merald E. 
Hoag of Arlington, Va., who last year 
won the Cat of the Year award with her 
Grand Champion Felice of Nor-Mont, 
the Blue female. 

Mischief moves into the charmed cir- 
cle as the South’s top-ranking cat of 
1950 to vie with Quadruple Champion 
Don Roberto of Beverly-Serrano, the 
Shaded Silver male owned by Miss Lu- 
cille Laird of San Bernardino, the West’s 
standard-bearer; Grand Champion Vee 
Roi’s Lantara Gene, the Siamese Blue 
Point female, owned by Mrs. R. H. 
Hecht of Normandy, Mo., the Midwest’s 
top-flight show cat of 1950; and the 
East’s presentation which will be an- 
nounced with the 1950 All-Eastern rank- 
ings next month. 

Silver Moth’s Azure Angel owned by 
Mrs. Kemmer carried off second high 
point-score, thus giving the Blue long 
hairs a shutout over the other classes 
represented. 

Top scoring cat in the Foreign Short 
Hair Division is Ch. Bambeyling of Van- 
ar, Blue Point Siamese male, owned by 
Mrs. L. S. Van Riper of Rockville, Md. 

Nor-Mont’s Angelique, the Blue Eye 
White female, owned by Mrs. Hoag 
heads the parade of American Short 
Hairs. 

Thee 1950 selections mark repeats by 
four All-Southern choices of last year, 
two of whom moved on to win 1949 All 
American titles. The AA 1949 winners of 
1950 AS titles are Ch. Dixi-Land’s White 
Historian, Orange-Eye White male own- 
ed by Mrs. John H. Revington of Bristol, 
Tenn.; and Ch. Day’s Own Frostin’, 
Orange-Eye White female short hair 
owned by Mrs. J. Harry Day of Nor- 
folk, Va. The two other AS-49 aristo- 
crats who retained their crowns are Ch. 
Floridanus Jungle Boy, Brown Tabby 


male owned by Mrs. Maud R. Barney 
of Tampa, Fla., and Dbl. Ch. Citrus 
Ridge’s Pericles Shaded Silver male 
— by Mrs. A. J. Smith of Miami, 
Fla. 

The 1950 rankings reveal that the 
South concentrated its activities around 
Blue Long Hairs, Siamese and American 
Short Hairs, but practically ignored Sil- 
ver Tabbys, Smokes and the various 
foreign breeds. Brown and Red Tabby 
classes were well represented in the ex- 
hibitions. 

In reference to the State leading in 
the number of breeder-exhibitors during 
the 1949-50 show season, Florida is 
fairly well out in front with 96, which 
also reflects in the number of titles won 
in the listings. 


CHOCOLATE SIAMESE 
IS NEW BREED CLASS 
IN ENGLAND 


It has been announced, following the 
annual meeting of the Governing Coun- 
cil of the Cat Fancy (England), that 
Chocolate-Pointed Siamese are now rec- 
ognized as a separate classification of 
Siamese. Previously they were classed as 
Seal points. 

The points approved as as follows: 

Type—Same as for Seal Point. 

Color—Points: Milk chocolate color, 
the ears, mask, legs, paws and tail, to 
be as even in color as possible, the ears 
should be NOT darker than the other 
points. 

Eyes—A good china blue 
slatey eyes to be discouraged). 

Body—lIvory color all over. Shading, 
if at all, to be the color of points. Grey 
or dingy shading to be a fault. 

Texture—As for Seal Point. 

Condition—As for Seal Point. 

Issuance of certificates of registration 
were to begin immediately. Owners of 
chocolate-pointed Siamese, already regis- 
tered as Seal Points, were requested to 
return certificates to registrar or recorder 
to be amended.

Subscribers are urged to send in 
changes of address as soon as possi- 
ble. Failure to do so will result in loss 
of magazines, which cannot be dupli- 
cated. The postoffice does not forward 
periodicals in the event of change of 
address. 


A careful check of the total breeder- 
exhibitors with entries in exhibitions 
throughout the South and _ elsewhere, 
headed by Florida, shows the following 
count: Virginia, 82; Tennessee, 46; 
Georgia, 44; Texas, 41; Maryland, 27; 
District of Columbia, 21; Kentucky, 7; 
Alabama, 6; North Carolina, Louisiana 
and Mississippi, 2 each; Arkansas, 1; and 
South Carolina and West Virginia, none. 

With new clubs organized in Ten- 
nesee, Texas, Louisiana and Mississippi, 
and shows definitely scheduled, it is a 
foregone conclusion that the lineup of 
breeder-exhibitors in the South will be 
entirely realigned to make the area more 
cat-minded than ever before. A total of 
377 in the South entered cats in exhibi- 
tions during the past show season. It is 
expected that the total will reach nearly 
600 during the 1950-51 campaign. 

A final reference is made to the 1950 
All-Southern Cat Rankings. The cats 
are “selected” by a mathematical system 
applied to the RESULTS of Cat Shows 
held throughout the United States and 
Canada. The selections are not the per- 
sonal choices of Cats Magazine nor its 
staff. The winning cats themselves won 
through competition against cats of their 
own breed, color, and sex classifications 
through an accumulation of points. 
Special bonus points were granted to 
cats that carried off Best Cat, Best Nov- 
ice, Best Champion, Best Domestic and 
Best Foreign Short Hair, and their oppo- 
sites, based on the decisions of the quali- 
fied judges of sanctioned cat shows of 
every registry association. 

If a fine cat in the South does not 
appear in the 1950 All-Southern Rank- 
ings, then it was defeated “on points” 
by another cat, or else it failed to com- 
pete sufficiently in exhibitions to enable 
it to be named a winner. Twenty-five 
points must be earned by a cat to qualify 
for a Sectional Ranking; fifty-points must 
be earned by this same cat to qualify for 
a title of All-America, but it must have 
scored more points than any other cat in 
the four sections—West, Midwest, South 
and East, to WIN an All-America title.

memoralized. 

This famous cat library was aided by 
a check list of cat books published by 
Howard M. Chapin of Providence, R. L., 
alleged to have owned the first world- 
famous cat library up to the arrival of 
Mr. Madden. 

One of the outstanding volumes of 
the collection was the one published in 
Milan in 1741, titled ““Lagrime in Morte 
di un Gatto” (Tears on the Death of a 
Cat), featuring 150 tributes by 50 diff- 
erent authors and written in Latin, 
Greek, Hebrew, French and Italian. 

Mr. Madden was quick to state that 
the majority of his books were of little 
value to cat-lover, breeder or even book- 
lover. He often remarked that one could 
obtain all the really best cat books in all 
languages in a single bookcase and would 
not total more than two or three hundred 
volumes. 

Naturally, he was asked to name his 
choice of the half-dozen best cat books. 
He always replied that among the tops 
were Miss Agnes Repplier’s “The Fire- 
cide Sphinx”; Carl Van Vechten’s “Tiger 
in the House’; and such foreign works 
as Moncrif’s “Les Chats”, Champfleury’s 
“Les Chats’, Jean Gay’s “Les Chats”, 
Martin’s “Das Leben der Hauskatze” 
(German); and Mrs. Hoey’s “The Cat 
Past and Present’. 

Madden searched for years for a 1712 
work titled, “An Essaie on the House- 
holde Cat”, but in vain. He was finally 
convinced that no such book existed. 

When asked the name of his favorite 
cat book, he replied, “At the moment, 
my most recent acquisition.”

Under the terms of thc will of Mrs. 
Sophie H. S. Howard, the cats occupied 
the mansion and had bcen given maid 
service. Mrs. Howard, who died in April 
1949 specified in her will that the sum 
of $10 a week be paid to her maid, Eliza- 
beth Bernie, to take care of the house 
and pets. 

Recently, a clergyman asked to lease 
the house, but was told of the will. He 
said he would like to live in the mansion 
but not with the cats. 

The heirs, the executor and the court 
agreed that the mansion was better suited 
for human habitation. Miss Bernie was 
paid $400 and given the cats to live 
with her. 

The American Veterinary Medical 
Association warns that many insect pow- 
ders may be dangerous for cats, although 
harmless for dogs.

the woodpecker family. It was released 
unharmed. “On a night like that’, Dr. 
Bradt states, “I couldn’t have located a 
flicker, if my life depended on it.” 


During the 18 months experiment 
which concluded May 28, 1949, the 
Bradts faithfully kept the record on 


Mister Butter. Here is the box score: 
white. throated sparrow. 
chipping sparrows. 

goldfinches. 

robin. 

meadowlark. 

flicker. 

young rabbits. 

15 shrews. 

6 barn rats. 

3 spermophiles (gophers). 

54 English sparrows. 

1600 mice, most of them meadow mice. 

Of the 1,690 “kills” over a period of 
18 months, Mister Butter got exactly 
12 creatures which, from man’s point of 
view, this Cat shouldn’t have touched 
and 1,678 “pests.” 

The average monthly total of “kills”, 
93 plus, figures out at an average of 3 
successful stalks a night. 

That Mister Butter was far above 
average as a hunter cat is realized by 
the following: ; ; 

(1) He lost no time in romance 
or fighting, which takes up con- 
siderable time in the life of an 
ordinary tomcat. (A_ veterinarian 
took care of that when Mister 
Butter was a kitten). 

(2) He did not have to hunt to 
eat. He failed to show any disposi- 
tion to devour his prey. He was fed 
regularly and well at home. 

(3) He was trained to know that 
bringing home catches was pleasing 
to his masters and earned for him a 
bit of ear scratching. 

Dr. Bradt did not maintain that Mister 
Butter was the last word on the cat as a 
predator. He states: 

“While the record of this Cat may not 
be characteristic of Cats in general, it 
is a positive statistical record and when 
considered in the light of the few authen- 
tic food records available, it does cast 
doubt on the traditional idea that Cats 
are vicious predators on songbirds and 
game.”

What is believed to be the carliest championship cat show 
on record is scheduled for July 23, when The Southern Cali- 
fornia Short-Hair Breeders stage their third annual event at 
Long Beach in the Municipal Auditorium there. 

This is the first exhibition of the 1950-51 season and of 
course the results will be tabulated for 1951 Sectional and 
All-American honors. An All Breed Kitten Show has been 
added, thus permitting owners of long hairs exclusively to take 
part in the competition, provided, of course, if they have kitten 
entries. The Kitten event however is not rated since kitten 
competition is not provided in the annual rankings. 

The event is sanctioned by the American Cat Association, 
with Miss Vivian I. Osburn of Buena Park, Calif., acting as 
show secretary. 

Canada’s two massive shows, held in conjunction with the 
exhibitions at Toronto and Vancouver, are scheduled simul- 
taneously in August. 

The Toronto event is booked for August 28-29-30 at the 
Canadian National Exhibition and will be the forty-fourth in 
the series of shows. Dr. Frances McCraken of Detroit will 
judge this all-breed exhibition which will be sponsored by the 
Canadian National Cat Club. 

The Pacific National Exhibition at Vancouver, B. C., 
scheduled for August 28-29 will feature a Siamese Specialty 
in addition to the all-breed, plus a student judging contest 
under the direction of Mrs. George Strevens, long associated 
with the Canadian Northwest cat fancy. Mrs. Leila Patterson 
of North Vancouver is scheduled to judge the all breed, while 
Mrs. Roberta K. Knight of Oswego, Oregon is booked to 
officiate at the Siamese Specialty. This is Mrs. Knight’s first 
assignment.

CFA ACCEPTS FOUR MORE GLUBS: 
JUDGE ASSIGNMENTS CLARIFIED 
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HISTORY OF THE AMERICAN CAT FANCY 


PART 17 — EARLY SOUTHERN FIRSTS 


BY CHARLES A. KENNY

Generally speaking, the South is the 
last section of the country to take up 
with the Cat Fancy. This statement is 
in no way derogatory to the South. The 
records prove the point. 

Except for the border states, it was 
not until the close of World War II, 
that interest in cats swept through the 
South. Of course there are isolated cases 
where the Cat Fancy flourished, but even 
then, only for a few years, after which 
the interest died out. 

In the Twenties, Florida and Texas 
were the chief centers for interest in 
cats in the South, with exhibitions 
staged regularly by well established clubs 
in Jacksonville, Fla., and Houston and 
Dallas, Texas. 

It was during this period that some of 
America’s best known Southern breeders 
were struggling as novices, among them 
Mrs. John H. Revington of Bristol, 
‘Tenn., and her now famous Dixi-Land 
stock of long hair Blues and Whites; and 
Mrs. C. C. Strange of El Paso, Texas 
with her lovely Siamese. 

There followed in the Thirties, Miss 
Winifred Porter of New Orleans: Mrs. 
Florence Kemmer of Bradenton, Fla, 
with foreign and domestic short hair and 
long hair stock, respectively. Another is 
Mrs. Maud Barney of Tampa, Fla., with 
her Manx. 

Today the South has advanced so rap- 
idly, with excellently managed exhibi- 
tions, exquisite stock and enterprising 
individuals, that, to select any one or 
number of persons responsible for the up- 
swing in interest would be unfair to 
those not named. 

Exhibitions in Miami, St. Petersburg, 
Atlanta, Washington, Norfolk, San An- 
tonio, Nashville, and Louisville, have 
attracted the outstanding exhibitors in 
the country to compete against the flower 
of the South, which is right up there 
with the best of them. 

A careful search of the records re- 
veals that the first cat club in the South 
was organized in Kentucky, known as 
the Louisville Cat Club sometime during 
1900, with a Miss E. Converse as sec- 
retary. No other information is avail- 
able. 

The first Cat Show was held at Mem- 
phis, Tennessee in 1901 in conjunction 
with the Mississippi Valley Poultry Show. 
Here again no additional information 
has been found in the sources made 
available. The second club organized 
was the Washington (D.C.) Cat Club 
which staged a Show sometime during 
1902. 

The following is a list of the first cat 
clubs established in cach state, including 
the District of Columbia, as a matter of 
record, together with the name of the 
city where the first show in each state 
was held:

Board. If the requested person is a 
recognized judge of the country 
where he or she resides, the CFA 
Executive Board sanctions the judge 
for that particular show. 

“If two clubs in a_ neighboring 
area, having shows within a short 
space of time of one another, request 
the same judge, the Executive Board 
believes that it is unfair to both 
clubs to allow the same judge to 
officiate at both shows. In such a 
case the Executive Board when sanc- 
tions the second choice judge, in- 
stead of the club’s first choice, should 
that club have made its choice after 
the other club in that locality had 
asked for that individual. 

“In the event that CFA should 
receive notification of acceptance by 
a judge to judge a specified show, 
and later receives a request for that 
judge to officiate at another club’s 
show having the same dates as the 
invitation he or she has accepted, 
CFA notifies the club requesting 
said judge naming, the second 
choice as being the one sanctioned. 
It is the privilege of the club to 
change its show dates to such a time 
when the requested first choice judge 
will be available to judge the club’s 
show, should he or she so desire. 

“The purpose of submitting the 
names of three judges is to expedite 
matters for the clubs in the event 
that a given club has notified us that 
a judge has accepted an invitation 
to judge its show. After having re- 
ceived such notification, CFA im- 
mediately knows that that judge is 
not available to judge another show 
on the same dates. Then too, if for 
some unforseen reason a sanctioned 
judge is unable to judge a show 
which he or she has committed him- 
self or herself to judge, the club has 
two other sanctioned judges to call 
upon without having to write CFA 
for sanctioning, inasmuch as _ all 
three judges have been sanctioned 
in the order chosen by the clubs.”

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When Champion Newton's Ping Wei 
of Millbrook won the title of All America 
for Siamese Seal Point males last year 
(1949), my Cattery, Millbrook, and my 
cat became known coast to coast as well 
as throughout Canada and England, 
“overnight”, as the saying goes. 

After the All America winners were 
announced, I received scores of letters 
and many are still coming in. Maybe

Portland Oregon, informed me that she 
had been doing considerable research 
on the Siamese cat, and not being satis- 
fied with the stock she had, decided to 
start all over again. This is what she 
wrote, “When look'ng for the best, one 
naturally looks for those holding the 
All-American title. I'm selling out all 
my stock and hope to start new with 
Millbrook. 1 want a male to use as a 
stud here in the Northwest, out of your 
1949 All American, Champion Ping Wei 
and Dbl. Ch. Chindwin’s Charm of 
Millbrook. My mind is made up to get 
stock from your All American.” 

Last March, I met Mrs. E. M. Wilson 
of Norfolk, Va. at the second Washing- 
ton (D.C.) Show. She said to me, 
“Everybody wants to sell me stud ser- 
vice, but I’ve decided to mate my ““Moon- 
Lant of Meadowbrook” to your AIll- 
American, Ping Wei. I saw him at Wash- 
ington last October and thought him the 
most beautiful Siamese stud I have ever 
seen.” 

I can write down. many quotes similar 
to these but I know space is limited. 

I know of no better nor quicker ad- 
vertisement than for a cat to win All 
American. All at once you receive mail 
from breeders all over the country for 
stud service, kittens, and just friendly 
correspondence of congratulations that 
later turns into sales. 

I like the interest created by the sec- 
tional rankings because it keeps you stir- 
red up throughout the summer and makes 
the Cat Fancy a “year-a-round” hobby. 

The All American rankings provide 
additional interest to the shows. For in- 
stance, the season before last, Ping Wei 
made his championship in mid-season. 
Dbl. Ch. Chindwin’s Charm of Millbrook 
made her “double” in Nov. last season. 
Instead of resting on my laurels, I then 
started in earnest to get All-American 
for her. Since Ping Wei won it in 1949, 
I knew it could be done again, and so I 
concentrated on Charm. I took her over 
five thousand miles to shows after she 
made her double championship, just to 
try to make her All-American for 1950. 


WHAT ALL-AMERICAN 
MEANS TO ME

t's the best tithe you can get for your 
cat. 

As I write this, I feel confident that 
the All-American Seal Point female rests 
between Mrs. Virginia Cobb’s Champion 
Newton’s Jay Tee and my Charm. Jay 
Tee is a very beautiful cat. Mrs. Pauline 
Kelsey, the noted judge, told me at the 
Penn State show in Philadelphia last 
October that Jay Tee was the best Sia- 
mese she ever judged. Jay Tee and 
Charm are _half-sisters. Mrs. Cobb’s 
Champion Oriental Nanki Pooh of New- 
ton (Imp.) is sire of both. He is also the 
sire of my Ping Wei. Nanki has sired 
more champions than any other Siamese 
stud in this country. If Charm is “nosed 
out” by Jay Tee for 1950 All American 
I will not feel very bad about it, be- 
cause the All American title will still be 
in the family. 

The sectional and All-American titles 
are determined by a mathematical point 
system of the wins of cats of the past 
show season. I have checked previous 
winners and I am positive that the ratings 
are fair, even if my cat loses out. 

Knowing what the All America meant 
to me in 1949, I do hope our Double 
Champion Chindwin’s Charm of Mill- 
brook will be 1950 All American Seal 
Point Siamese female. 

(Editor's Note — This article was 
written by Mr. Roose and sent six weeks 
before he was informed that Charm had 
won the 1950 All-Eastern title. How- 
ever, the 1950 All American title is still 
wide open to the owners of Siamese Seal 
Point females that represent the Mid- 
west, South and West.
